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GLACIER  NATIONAL  PARK 


Glacier  National  Park,  crowning  the  continent  across  the  Rocky 
Mountains  of  northwestern  Montana,  contains  one  of  the  most 
spectacularly  scenic  portions  of  the  entire  range.  It  is  named  not 
from  the  approximately  40  glaciers  of  today,  but  because  huge 
Ice  Age  glaciers  carved  the  rugged  scenery.  Its  glaciers  today 
are  among  the  few  in  the  United  States  which  are  easily 
accessible. 

The  park  was  established  by  Congress  on  May  11,1910,  and 
embraces  about  one  million  acres.  It  is  the  U.S.  section  of  the 
Waterton-Glacier  International  Peace  Park... and  is  readily 
accessible  by  automobile... also  by  bus  and  air  to  major  nearby 
cities.  It  is  the  only  national  park  on  the  main  line  of  a  trans- 
continental railroad.  The  Glacier  Park  Transport  Company 
provides  regular  bus  service  for  travelers  wishing  tours  of  the 
park  without  their  own  vehicles. 

The  season  extends  from  about  mid-June  to  early  October, 
depending  on  weather  conditions.  Hotels  and  most  motels  and 
cabins  within  the  park  are  open  from  June  10  to  September  15 
...year  around  accommodations  are  available  on  the  fringes  of 
park  and  in  nearby  towns.  The  spectacular  Going-to-the-Sun 
Road,  which  links  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  park  by  cross- 
ing the  Continental  Divide  at  Logan  Pass  (elevation  6,664  ft.)  is 
usually  open  from  about  June  15  to  about  October  15.  Local 
inquiry  is  advised  before  you  attempt  travel  in  the  park  at  pre- 
season or  post-season  dates. 

Known  as  the  nation's  foremost  trail  park.  Glacier  National 
Park  offers  900  miles  of  well-kept  trails.  Spectacular  views  are 
yours  from  your  car  window... but  the  REAL  way  to  see  and 
enjoy  ALL  of  the  park  is  to  travel  the  trails  to  the  remote  areas 
afoot  or  on  horseback.  The  Waterton  valley,  the  Belly  River 
country,  and  the  Bowman  and  Kintia  Lakes  valleys  are  among 
the  most  magnificent  and  isolated  parts  of  the  park... to  be  en- 
joyed by  overnight  trail  trips.  Overnight  trips  to  Sperry  or  Granite 
Park  Chalets  offer  opportunity  for  interesting  hikes  without 
camping  equipment.  If  you  prefer  to  camp  the  campgrounds 
range  in  size  from  6  to  200  campsites  and  some  offer  trailer 
space.  Camping  limit  in  the  park  during  July  and  August  is  14 
days  and  campsites  cannot  be  reserved. 

The  park's  lakes  and  streams  support  a  fish  population 
native  to  the  Rocky  Mountain  region  including  cutthroat  and 
Dolly  Varden  trout.  Brook  and  rainbow  trout  are  also  numerous 
among  the  game  species.  The  larger  mackinaw  trout  are  found 
in  St.  Mary,  Crossley  and  Waterton  Lakes.  Opening  of  the  fishing 
season  is  early  June  and  closes  October  15.  Waterton  Lake  con- 
forms to  the  Canadian  season.  Park  rangers  will  supply  addi- 
tional information... no  fishing  license  is  required  in  Glacier 
National  Park. 

To  help  you  enjoy  the  park  to  the  utmost  ranger  naturalists 
conduct  daily  field  trips,  present  evening  talks  at  hotels  and 
campgrounds,  and  furnish  information  about  the  park.  This 
free  service  extends  from  about  June  15  through  Labor  Day  at 
Apgar,  Fish  Creek,  Lake  McDonald,  Avalanche  Campground, 
Logan  Pass,  Many  Glacier,  Two  Medicine,  St.  Mary  and  Rising 
Sun.  From  May  1 5  to  October  1 5  place-name  signs  and  roadside 
exhibits  are  located  along  the  major  roads.  There  are  self-guid- 
ing nature  trails  at  Avalanche  Campground,  Trick  Falls,  Swift- 
current  Lake,  Logan  Pass  and  St.  Mary  Valley. 

Accommodations  within  the  park  are  operated  by  Glacier 
Park  Inc.,  East  Glacier  Park,  from  June  1  through  October  15 
(winter  address:  1735  E.  Ft.  Lowell  Road,  Tucson,  Arizona 
85701).  Additional  accommodations  are  on  private  lands  within 
the  park,  on  the  park  fringes  and  in  nearby  towns.  Advance 
reservations  are  advisable. 

Glacier  National  Park  is  a  Federal  Recreation  Fee  Area.  For 
a  current  schedule  of  entrance  fees  please  write  to  the  Super- 
intendent, Glacier  National  Park,  West  Glacier,  Montana  59936. 
An  entry  permit  is  issued  on  payment  of  the  fee  at  the  entrance 
stations  and  the  permit  must  be  shown  to  re-enter  the  park.  In 
addition  there  is  a  nominal  campground  fee. 

Tours  of  the  park  may  be  arranged  through  Glacier  Park 
Inc.,  to  include  bus  fare,  meals,  hotel  lodging  and  launch  ex- 
cursions... also  trips  to  Waterton  Lakes  National  Park.  Saddle 
horses  are  available  for  rent  at  Many  Glacier  and  Lake  McDonald 
Hotels.  Rowboats  are  available  at  Two  Medicine,  Swiftcurrent, 
Josephine  and  McDonald  Lakes.  Play  golf  on  the  delightful 
course  at  Glacier  Park  Lodge. 

A  trip  to  Glacier  National  Park  can  be  the  highlight  of  your 
Montana  vacation.  Remember  that  while  summer  days  are 
usually  warm  and  sunny,  evenings  are  cool.  You  should  bring 
warm  clothing  and  rain  clothes  for  hiking  excursions.  The  park 
is  administered  by  the  National  Park  Service.  Address  Super- 
intendent, West  Glacier,  Montana  59936.

YELLOWSTONE 
NATIONAL  PARK 


World  (amous  Old  fjilhful  deyscr  is  Park  landmark 
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Yellowstone  National  Park,  a  part  of  the  high  country  of  the 
middle  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  is  the  oldest  and  the  largest 
national  park  and  celebrates  Its  100th  birthday  in  1972.  Its 
variety  of  attractions  includes  200  geysers,  myriad  hot  springs 
and  bubbling  mud  volcanoes,  brilliant  pools  and  terraces,  the 
Grand  Canyon  of  the  Yellowstone  River,  Yellowstone  Lake  and 
numerous  wild  animals. 

Buffalo-hunting  Indian  tribes  discovered  Yellowstone... 
then  came  trappers  and  mountain  men  with  barely-believable 
tales  of  the  wonders  they  had  seen.  Finally  the  Washburn, 
Langford  Doane  Expedition  of  1 870  gave  accurate  accounts  and 
the  park  was  created  by  legislative  action  March  1, 1872.  Yellow- 
stone's geysers  are  celebrated  the  world  over.  There  are  about 
10,000  separate  thermal  features.  Most  geysers  are  located  in 
several  principal  basins  — Norris,  Lower,  Midway,  Upper,  West 
Thumb,  Heart  Lake  and  Shoshone.  Some,  like  Old  Faithful  and 
Riverside,  erupt  at  regular  intervals.  Others  are  highly  irregular. 
Other  hot  water  phenomena  are  found  at  widely  separated  points 
in  the  park.  At  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  hot  water  has  brought  to 
the  surface  quantities  of  mineral  deposits  which  form  high, 
graceful  terraces.  At  Norris  Geyser  Basin  some  of  the  thermal 
features  are  set  within  a  great  hollowed-out  bowl  within  which 
roaring  steam  vents  provide  eerie  sound  effects.  Exquisitely 
colored  steaming  pools,  bubbling  mud  and  sparkling  springs 
seem  to  be  everywhere. 

Yellowstone  Lake  is  the  largest  body  of  water  in  North 
America  at  so  great  an  altitude.  It  lies  7,731  feet  above  sea  level, 
covers  139  square  miles  and  has  a  100-mile  shoreline.  At  its 
outlet  is  Fishing  Bridge,  a  favorite  spot  with  anglers.  The  Lower 
Falls  of  the  Yellowstone  River,  308  feet  high,  is  nearly  twice  as 
high  as  Niagara.  The  Upper  Falls,  while  only  109  feet  high  is  al- 
most as  spectacular.  20  miles  away  Tower  Falls  plunges  132  feet 
over  rugged  boulders.  Other  picturesque  falls  are  Lewis,  Moose 
and  Gibbon  Falls. 

A  cameo  of  canyons,  the  Grand  Canyon  of  the  Yellowstone 
alone  is  worth  a  trip  to  this  park.  Its  dominant  color  is  yellow, 
but  many  colors  are  present.  It  is  gloriously  beautiful  at  any  time 
of  day  and  may  be  viewed  and  photographed  from  numerous 
vista  points. 

Fine  accommodations  operated  by  the  Yellowstone  Park 
Co.  are  available  in  the  park  from  May  1  through  mid-October... 
with  private  year  around  accommodations  open  at  the  three 
Montana  entrances.  The  main  park  season  is  from  mid-June  to 
mid-summer  and  advance  accommodations  reservations  are 
advisable.  Autumn  is  considered  a  most  beautiful  season  in 
Yellowstone  and  the  park  is  fabulous  in  winter.  There  is  growing 
interest  in  winter  trips  into  the  park  by  12-passenger  snow- 
mobile or  individual  snowbuggies  originating  in  West  Yellow- 
stone or  Gardiner,  Montana.  The  highway  from  Gardiner  to 
Mammoth  and  Cooke  City  is  kept  open  all  year;  other  park  roads, 
including  the  Beartooth  approach,  are  closed  to  automobile 
traffic  from  fall  until  late  spring.  For  travel  other  than  in  summer 
season  local  inquiry  is  advised. 

When  you  visit  Yellowstone  plan  to  take  the  Grand  Loop 
Road,  a  figure  8  which  is  the  main  road  system  of  the  park... 
about  142  miles  in  length.  In  all  the  areas  and  at  the  Grand 
Canyon  ranger-naturalists  lead  regularly  scheduled  tours. 
Interpretive  services  are  available  at  all  developed  points  with 
nature  walks  in  many  sections.  Evening  programs  are  given  at 
Tower  Falls  and  Norris  as  well  as  Mammoth,  Madison  Junction, 
Grant  Village,  Bridge  Bay,  Fishing  Bridge  and  Canyon. 

Camping  in  the  park  is  restricted  to  designated  camping 
areas  (except  backcountry)  and  camping  limits  range  from  14 
to  30  days  depending  on  time  of  year.  Campsites  cannot  be  re- 
served. In  addition  there  are  picnic  areas  scattered  throughout 
the  park  as  well  as  along  the  Montana  highway  leading  into  the 
park.  Most  of  the  streams  and  lakes  contain  one  or  more  species 
of  trout  and  a  few  offer  whitefish  and  grayling.  No  fee  is  required 
to  fish  in  the  park. 

Yellowstone  is  one  of  the  largest  wildlife  sanctuaries  in  the 
world.  You'll  be  almost  certain  to  see  bear,  deer,  elk,  moose, 
buffalo,  coyote,  antelope  and  Rocky  Mountain  bighorn  sheep... 
plus  over  200  species  of  birds  and  an  abundance  of  wild  flowers. 
Even  in  mid-summer  when  days  are  warm,  nights  are  cool. 
Summer  clothing  is  suitable  during  the  day;  warm  jackets  are 
needed  at  night.  Annual  or  temporary  entrance  permits  are 
required  for  Yellowstone-Grand  Teton  National  Parks  combined.

In  1804-06  explorers  William  Clark  and 
Meriwether  Lewis  opened  the  west  with  an 
epic  journey  from  near  St  Louis  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean  in  search  of  the  Northwest 
Passage.  They  spent  more  time  in  what  is 
today  Montana  than  any  of  the  other  10 
states  through  which  they  passed.  Their 
1.940  miles  of  journey  in  Montana  is  today 
paralleled  by  1,650  miles  of  modern  high- 
way with  over  200  markers  to  show  you  the 
way.  Today  in  Montana  you  can  see 
sections  of  the  route  which  remain  almost 
exactly  as  they  were  165  years  ago.  You 
can  stand  where  Captain  Clark  stood  as  he 
carved  his  name  on  Pompeys  Pillar  near 
Billings.  You  can  see,  as  did  the  explorers, 
where  the  Missouri  River  is  born  at  Three 
Forks.  You  can  visit  the  great  falls  of  the 
Missouri  Riverand  trace  the  torturous 
portage  route  of  the  explorers.  You  can 
boat  the  180  miles  along  the  White  Cliffs 
of  the  Missouri  River ...  wild,  rugged, 
scenic  and  untouched.  One  of  the  high- 
lights of  your  trip  can  be  a  visit  to  the 
House  of  Representatives  chamber  in  the 
Capitol  at  Helena  to  see  the  huge  painting 
by  Russell,  "Lewis  and  Clark  Meeting  In- 
dians at  Ross'  Hole".

Montana  history  is  filled  with  romance,  adventure  and 
courage.  The  area  was  probably  first  seen  by  French 
fur-traders  in  1743.  Lewis  and  Clark  explored  present 
day  Montana  as  part  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase  in 
1805-06  and  spent  more  time  here  than  in  any  of  the 
other  10  states  through  which  they  passed;  the  first 
trading  post  was  built  in  1807.  Gold  prospectors  struck 
it  rich  in  Bannack  in  1862.  The  first  herd  of  longhorn 
cattle  was  trailed  from  Texas  in  1866.

ended  with  Custer's  Last  Stand  in  1876.  Montana  be- 
came a  territory  in  1864  and  the  41st  state  in  1889.
